Then 
the problem will be transferred to the 
president and secretary of state once 
more, who In turn may call upon the 
senate to decide - whether the inter 
pretatlon of the other governments 
is correct. In any event it means a 
resumption of the world court debate 
with the chances quite remote that 
the United States will get Into tho 
ivorld court this year before the con- 
gressional elections and possibly not 
before 1928. 
DEBATE SEAT QUESTION 


Meanwhile the entire league of na- 


tions structure hangs in the balance 
as the argument develops over who 
shall have permanent seats In the 
council. Should German, bo denied a 
.seat, it is felt here that the whole 
European situation will have drifted 
backwards from the high point it 
reached at Locarno and that an era of 
instability may be anticipated. Should 
the dispute over permanent seats af 


P feet the prestige of the league it may 
In turn be reflected In the world court 
debate. Opponents of the court have 
insisted that the league is dominated 
by political agreements and undsr 
standings among certain nations and 
that the' court would be affected by 
the same spirit. 
If, however, the 


quarrels inside the league are solved 
the strength of the league as an in- 
strument for world 'peace, will be im 
pressed upon American opinion and 
the champions of both the league and 
the court will take new courage from 
the developments at Geneva; Basical- 
ly, the issue is not being projected as 
a primary one but Its presence is felt 
in the domestic political firmament 
as well as In the shaping of foreign 
policy.

With his head drooped; -he answered 
no questions or uttered a word. Fin- 
ally he looked up. 


"Yes, that's mine" he said. Then 


slowly, haltingly but complete in de- 
tail, he told the story of the crime, 
and added at the end, that when he 
returned to his home with his aunt 
and saw the body, "I put on the sob 
stuff then." 
In a signed confession to local po- 


ice and other officers Van Doran said 
the murder was committed about 9 
o'clock Friday morning.

news of the 'collapse of the French 
Government.' Of course this is not se- 
rious and does not in anyway mean 
that the French Government has col- 
lapsed, but simply that the Minister 
of France has not been supported by 
the people and hence, like a sensible 
man. he has resigned. In the United 
States he would have hung: on four 
years and waited until he was kicked 
out. Not so m Franco, and the other 
European democracies, 
which 
have 


many things they can teach us. We 
think we are far superior because we 
are richer, but we forget that we of 
the United States and Canada are liv- 
ing like drunken sailors on our natur- 
al resources while those 
countries 


have no such resources. Therefore, the 
first need in understanding the French 
situation is to realize that, considering 
their resources, the French are doing 
a very good job and are utilizing: their 
frugal resources far better 
than we 


utilize ours. The French government 
is facing a difficult situation; but it 
has not fallen and will not fall. Fur- 
thermore, it is earnestly attempting 
to solve its problems as rapidly as 
possible. Of course its immediate pro- 
blem is one of finance. 


WHY THE FRANC FALLS 


"Although 
the French people are 


well-to-do, the French Government is 
hard up. Ever since the war, the 
French 
people — who 
are "naturally 


thrifty — have continued to save: but 
the French Government has constant- 
ly been spending more than it has col- 
lected in taxes. To make up this def- 
icit, it first borrowed money but most- 
ly has been merely 
manufacturing 


money — that is, issuing 
more paper 


frarics. 
The franc is, of course, the 


unit of money m France as the dollar 
is the unit in the United States and 
Canada. When the war broke out in 
1914, a franc was worth about twenty 
cents in gold which was its 'par value,' 
meaning that ,it could be exchanged 
throughout the world for about twen- 
ty cents in gold. Since the French 
Government has been printing these 
francs in^uch huge quantities the 
supply of francs ^has increased faster 
than" the reserve securing-,, them and 
their, price or value in terms of gold 
in .the worlds market has fallen. To-

able to pay them, as their foreign debt 
including all they 
owe to American 


citizens is only about 
3 per cent of 


their total debt. The French people 
have money and only the government 
is poor. If the French people should 
not provide for the payment of these 
bonds when due it will be to teach us 
Americans a lesson. The French are 
not traders or 
good business 
men 


from the American and English view 
point. 
They are 
too loyal 


friends and too easily hurt. 


their 
thin 


skinned race 
does 
not make good 


business people. But the people are 
honest. If the French love us as they 
should, these bonds are perfectly good. 


"AH of the above means that the 


real difficulty 
between 
France and 


America is not financial but an utter 
lack of understandnig. Both nations 
are right at heart; but arc so differ- 
ent that it is natural to clash. Ameri- 
cans know how to make money but 
don't know how to win love. French- 
men will give their 
all for a cause 


which they love: but they cannot be 
forced, bluffed or bribed. Hence I say 
that it is up to us to show France 
that we are not 
a nation 
of cold 


blooded money lenders but have the 
same hearts that Frenchmen 
have. 


When France feels that England and 
America are her 
true 
friends the 


French financial troubles will be over.

Then too, 
they say, the government will save 
much of the expense that went with 
tl.e production of the engraved parch- 
ment, and by using less expensive pa- 
per.

economy, the new passport will be em- 
bossed and sealed in colors by machin- 
ery rather than by hand.

"The real trouble with the .French 


situation today is that the French peo- 
ple feel hurt. 
They 
feel that they

and have never been fairly 
treated. 


The French are a very sensitive peo- 
ple. They are absolutely different from 
the Germans, the English or the 
Americans. The French can fight and 
they can live; but they do not make 
good pirates, traders or gamblers. 
They are thrifty and one gets the 
idea that they are keen for business; 
but they are not. The Frenchman is 
willing to let the other

the money so long as he can have his 
little home and his freedom. He 'looks 
upon Germany as a nation of un- 
scrupulous warriors;
